‘Whither is thy beloved gone, 
O thou fairest among women?

My beloved is gone 
down into his garden, to the beds 
of spices, to feed in the gardens, 
and to gather lilies.” Solomon’s 
Song 6:3. 

“Until the day break, and the

Solomon’s 
Song 2:17. 
_ “Thy two breasts are like 
two young roes * * *, which feed 
among the lilies. Until the day 
break, and the shadows flee 
away, I will get me to the 
mountain of myrrh, and to the 
hill of frankincense. Thou art 
all fair, my love; there is no 
spot in thee.” Solomon’s Song 
4:5-7. 

The above Scriptures are but 
afew of the many passages 
which might be quoted to prove 
the important spiritual truth to 
which we desire to call atten- 
tion; namely, that Jesus mani- 
fests Himself only to the pure 
and holy, the meek and gentle. 
“Blessed are the pure in heart 
for they shall see God.”

‘Tobacco soaked men and snuff- 
dipping or cigarette smoking 
women are never heard shout- 
ing, seen dancing under the 
power of God or called cranks or 
fanatics. 


“For the time past of our life 
may suffice us to have wrought 


the will of the Gentiles, when we. 


walked in lasciviousness, lusts, 
excess of wine, revellings, ban- 
quetings, and abominable idola- 
tries.” 1 Pet. 4:3. 


“The selfish, pleasure loving 
world with its joy-riding, gum- 
chewing, picnicking, picture 
shows, dance-halls, bathing 
pools and worse can never have 
the manifestations of the Christ. 
They are feeding the swine in- 
stead of the Son of God and 
feeding on the husks instead of 
feasting with Him. Their run- 
ning hither and thither proves 
that they have not found the 
true rest. “‘The servants of the 
Lord shall not make haste.” 


“He feedeth among the lilies.” 
Not among the carnal, those 
who preach and practice sinning 
every day. I spent many years 
of my life in such churches. He 
didn’t feed there so I left. 


“And Samson made there a 
feast; for so used the young men 
to do.” It was a Hebrew cus- 
tom for the bridegroom to. fur- 
nish the feast. It was presided 
over by a governor. John 2:8, 9. 
There was music, dancing and 
sometimes intoxication. Feasts 
were also given by kings. 

When Jesus comes i» feast 
with His holy children, He fur- 
nishes the feast. While He is 
gathering new lilies for His 
garden His hungry saints are be- 


What a shout of joy we send up 
when some one is translated in- 
to the kingdom. In Isaiah, Jesus 
is spoken-of as governor. As 
such He presides at our spiritual 
feasts. There is music, danc- 
ing and often the world thinks 
we are drunk: 


“Whither has thy beloved 
gone, that we may seek him 
with thee,” is the question asked 
of God’s Church by a few ear- 
nest people. Would to God there 
were more. How blessed are 
they who turning away from 
friends, creeds and prejudices 
come boldly to the Church of 
God and inquire the way to get 
the fullness of Christ in their 
lives. 


The saints. answer, He has 
gone down into the garden, 
Church of God, to the bed of 
spices to inhale the savor there- 
of (praise of saints) and to 
gather lilies. He is always seek- 
ing new people to make white 
like lilies, and to set them in His 
Church. 


‘My beloved is mine and I am 
His.” - We'must not only have

Jesus of being radical when Hé 
told the people in John 6:44, “Ye 
are of your father the devil, and 
the lust of your fathers ye will’ 
do. He was a murdérer from 
the beginning, and abode not in 
the truth, because there is no 
truth in him.” I guess if some 
of our people had heard this they 
would have turned up their nose 
at Him and said, “He is too 
hard.” 


Was Jesus radical when most 
of the disciples turned back and 
He asked the twelve, “Will ye al- 
SO gO away?” . Was He radical 
when He called some folks fools? 
Luke 11:40. Was He radical 
when He called the folks, “Graves 
which appear not?” Was He 
radical when He told the folks 
they were hypocrites and their 
throats were an open. sepul- 
chre full of dead men’s bones? 
Was He radical when He took a 
scourge of cords and drove the 
thieves and gamblers from the 
temple, telling them not to make 
His Father’s house an house of 
merchandise? Was He radi¢al 
when He talked to the woman 
at the well telling her of all her 
sins? We will have to admit 
that He was radical on more 
than one occasion. 


Now, let us see if His follow- 
ers were radical after Pentecost 
when they sold their possessions 
and were all of one accord and 
had all things common. Two 
came in after agreeing! to 
lie to the Holy Ghost.

Was he radical when 
he heard of fornication in the 
Church of God at Corinth and

ly. It portrays an eagerness to know 
and understand the things of God and 
leaves no room for boasting and vain 
glory. To be swift to hear recognizes 
the good in others and their power to 
impart information that will better 
us for the duties and responsi- 
bilities of life. The man who is swift 
to hear will avail himself of every 
opportunity of becoming informed. He 
will attend all services within his 
reach. He will be found at the Sun- 
day School, the preaching service, the 
prayer services, the Bible class, in fact, 
ho will be at every gathering of the 
church. He will not be there to tell 
others what he knows but to learn 
ywHat others know. He will not be 
there to sleep on his job, but he will 
be wide awake and on the alert to see 
that he gets everything that might be 
said to help him along in the way of 
life. (People like this are the only ones 
that can help us,) He is loaded down 
with information but we generally have 
to pump it out of him for he is, Slow

What a contrast between him and 
the “blab mouth” who is always splut- 
tering away and trying to make people 
believe he knows more than any one 
else. This fellow will walk right up 
into any crowd, no matter how im- 
portant the theme of their conversa- 
tion and take the thing in and then 
proceed to unload his chaff for that is 
all he has to give, for he never sits 
still and listens to any one else talk. 
If we place him where he has to sit 
and listen to a discourse he will be in 
“napper’s land” before we get our sub- 
ject fairly before our congregation. He 
has this Scripture backward, it would 
have to read, Slow to hear and swift 
to speak. He can bore others till the 
midnight hour and never think of get- 
ting'sleepy but place him where he 
has to listen and he is asleep in a short 
while. Do you know his trouble? He 
is self-inflated, self-infatuated, _ self- 
conceited, self-centered, and self-domi- 
nated; full of egotism and vanity. He 
thinks that what he knows and says is 
all that is worth while. He is a regular 
menace. How God will get. him to 
heaven and what He will do with him 
when he gets there is a mystery not ex- 
plainable, for nothing is to be there to 
mar the happiness of its inhabitants. 


Have we any of this kind in our 
Church? If so, pray for them. Are 
you one of them? If so be sure and 
don’t get angry with me for telling 
you of it, for James says, “Be slow to 
wrath for the wrath of man worketh 
not the righteousness of God.” 


The Christian’s Deportment 


“Wherefore lay apart all filthiness 
and superfluity of naughtiness, and 
receive with meekness the engrafted 
word, which is able to save your soul.” 
Vv. 21 


To measure up to James’ standard 
we must be free from.all filthiness. 
The filthiness referred to is contamina- 
tion with that which defiles. There 
may be physical, intellectual, and 
spiritual defilement. | The possibility 
of physical development is only 


‘through the passions and appetites of 


the body. Any illegitimate and. un- 
lawful contamination of the body, in- 
cited by passion or appetite, constitutes 
filthiness of the flesh. The body is to 
be held in subjection to a lawful and 
legitimate use of its passions and 
appetites. Any indulgence beyond this 
would justly be termed filthiness of the 
flesh. It does not primarily refer to 
dirt that might adhere to the body 
through labor or exposure but it means 
that at the proper time it would be re- 
moved. It does not imply that we are 
mot to engage in anything that would 
soil our clothing, but it does imply that 
we should remove it at thé proper time. 
It does mean that the passions and 
appetites of the body are indulged in 
only in a legitimate way and then not 
excessively which would bring harm, 
or destroy the temple of the Holy 
Ghost. Anything that will impair or 
harm the body by poisoning it; such as, 
using tobacco, dopes, or poisonous 
drugs is to be put away if we would be 
James’ perfect Christian. 


The mind must be pure also. Jesus 
said, Out of the heart proceed evil 
thoughts etc., which defile a man. 
Paul said, “For though we walk in the 
fiesh, we do not war after the flesh: 

down imaginations, and every 
high thing that exalteth itself against 
the knowledge of God, and bringing in- 
to captivity every thought to the obedi- 
fence of Christ.” 2 Cor. 10:3, 5. 


| There are but few people who are 
living pure in their minds. 'They think 
it’ impossible to do so. The trouble 
with them is in not beginning in time. 
Paul said, “Casting down imagina- 
tions.”

Then there is spiritual defilement. 
Paul says, “Let us cleanse ourselves 
from all filthiness of the flesh and 
spirit,” Like the flesh and mind, the 
spirit is defiled by spiritual contami- 
nation. It is alarming how we may 
be affected by bad or ‘evil spirits. We 
should be very careful how we allow 
ourselves to affiliate or associate with 
low and base persons. I have in mind 
now a party who has such demon 
power that she could put her mind on 
the object of her lust and wake them 
up and cause them to come to her for 
immoral purposes. it makes one 
shudder to think of such a thing. 


Then there are seducing spirits and 
doctrines of devils who try to force 
themselves and their doctrines upon 
us.. They often make their appearence 
in religious services. :;We have a good 
subject and begin to demonstrate. If 
we are not careful and hid away in 
Christ we will be swept off. our base 
and find ourselves yielding to their ‘in- 
fluence. This is just why we need to 
know the engrafted word . which will 
Save our souls from ‘being overcome by 
them. We must stay aloof’ from’ all 
Spiritual mediums and clairvoyant 
practitioners, and all doctrines not in 
harmony with God’s Word. They will 
defile us, Ws wt 


Have you ever noticed that after be 
ing thrown among those who carry on 
filthy conversations, how defiled you felt: 
and longed for an opportunity to get 
alone with the Lord and get under the 
precious blood of Jesus. A poor. job.

What Are We Doing For 
the Jew? 


About two years ago while reading 
my Bible I came across these words in 
Isa. 47:6, “I was wroth with my peo- 
ple, I have polluted mine inheritance, 
and given them into thine bond: - thou 
didst shew them no mercy; upon the 
ancient hast thou very heavily laid thy 
yoke.” 

Now the thought that presented it- 
self to me was that we were not doing 
for the Jew what was required 
at our hand. And while I failed to 
see any mention of the Jew made in 
the Evangel, my mind ran in that di- 
rection so much that I felt led to write 
about the same but time went on and 
the way was not opened.

THE PASSOVER AND WHAT IT MEANS

The passover was ingtituted when 
God’s chosen people were about to be 
brought out of Egypt. 


The Word of the Lord came _ to 
Moses and Aaron, commanding them 
to instruct all the congregation of 
Israel to prepare for their departure 
by a solemn religious ordination. 


The head of each family was to 
select from the flock four days  be- 
fore the sacrifice, either a lamb or a 
kid, a male of the first year without 
blemish. 


It was to be slain while the sun 
was setting, and the blood was to be 
taken in a basin and with a sprig of 
hyssop, it was to be sprinkled on the 
two side posts and the lintel of the 
door of the house. 

The lamb was to be throughly 
roasted whole. It was expressly for- 
bidden that it should be boiled or 
that a bone should be broken. Un- 
leavened bread and bitter herbs were 
to be eaten with the flesh. 


The paschal lamb was 4 type of 
Christ. It typified the Lamb of God 
that taketh away the sin of the world. 
The smallest deformity or defect made 
a lamb unfit for sacrifice. 


In Heb. 7:26 we read, “For such 
an high priest became us, who is ho- 
ly, harmless, undefiled, separate from 
sinners, and made higher than the 
| heavens.” : 


“Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tradi- 
tion from your fathers; But with the 
precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb 
without blemish and without spot.” 
1 Pet. 1:18, 19. 


A male*:of the first year typified 
Christ in the prime of life, as_ the 
lamb was selected four days before 
sacrifice. So for the same _ length 
of time Christ was under examination 
and His spotless, innocent declaration 
was before the world. 





When the blood was sprinkled on 


the door posts it was a sign of safety. 
It procured them mercy. So when 
the blood of the Lamb of God is 
sprinkled by the hyssop of faith on 
our hearts, we have obtained mercy 
and pardon for our sins, and then 
we are perfectly safe. 

Again Christ is pointed to when it 
was forbidden that a bone should be 
broken. John says, “For these 
things were done, that the Scriptures 
should be fulfilled, a bone of him 
shall not be broken.” John 19:36. 


The unleaven bread represented 
purity. The Jews were careful in 
searching every corner of their 
houses and purging out every particle 
of leaven from the time of killing the 
lamb before the passover. So Chris- 
tians are continually to search and 
purify their hearts and to free them- 
selves from the leaven of sin and 
death. 


* 

The bitter herbs literally were to 
remind the Israelites of their afflic- 
tion in Egypt and morally of the 
trials to which God’s people are sub- 
ject on account of sin. : 


‘The last passover or the Lord’s 
supper was observed by Christ and 
His disciples. Christ became our 
passover and then it was no longer 
to be observed as formerly. The new 
feast was not to be annual but fre 
quent. “This do ye, as oft as ye 
drink it, in remembrance of me.” 1 
Cor. 11:25. 


His body and His blood were severed 
in His Meath, so the bread and the 
wine are separate in the Lord’s sup- 
per. The passover feast yearly re- 
vived it to the believing Israelite’s 
soul. : 


Christ was once for all, sacrificed 
for our redemption, never to be _of- 
fered again. As the Israelites par- 
took of the passover in remembrance 
of the deliverance from Egypt, so 
we partake of the Lord’s supper or 
the bread and: wine in remembrance 
of the Lamb of God who was slain 
for the redemption of the world.
